is Ark-La selling' a "non-interruptible" contract? And if 
he wants to turn it around and call it a preferred treat- 
ment contract, we would like to again ask just where he 
thinks that leaves the small industrial consumers if they 
should all sign this type of contract? 


If all signed and the contracts were approved by the 


PSC, 
as we see it, the result would be tantamount to 


granting the company a rate increase affecting an entire 
classification of consumers and the latter would have.no 
more of a preferred status than they had before. 


Mr. Robinson correctly points out that if the number 


of residential customers continues to increase there will 
be more and more chance for interruption. May we sug- 
gest that if the company can't adequately serve its 
customers without interruption, it should undertake an 
expansion program and get the kind of rate which would 
enable it to earn 6 per cent on its investment. The com- 


• pany could divert some of the revenue it has been paying 
out in dividends to correcting some of its "interruptions." 


The PSC chairman also expressed doubt that anyone 


whose gas service was cut off got it immediately restored 
by merely signing one of the preferred service 'contracts. 


Mr. Robinson is entitled to his opinion, but some of 


those who signed contracts after being cut off said they 
didn't have to wait long to have their service restored. 
They also received assurance that they would not be af- 
fected by any subsequent shut-offs. 


Mr. Robinson said'^no industry is compelled to sign 


one of the "non interruptible" contracts and that if any 
coercion was used it should be reported at the PSC hearing 
Dec. 
13.

"Coercion" is,a pretty strong, word. ; We talked to an 


Ark-La representative about one of these contratcs. He 
was very courteous, but also politely insisted that;the con-' 
tract should be signed vVithin a week to assure uninter- 
rupted service. 


Mr. Robinson was quoted as saying he doubted that 


the customers who have made public protests about the 
contract actually understood their true relationship with 
the gas company. 


Maybe not, but we believe they are learning. They

is Ark-La selling' a "non-interruptible" contract? And if 
he wants to turn it around and call it a preferred treat- 
ment contract, we would like to again ask just where he 
thinks that leaves the small industrial consumers if they 
should all sign this type of contract? 


If all signed and the contracts were approved by the 


PSC, 
as we see it, the result would be tantamount to 


granting the company a rate increase affecting an entire 
classification of consumers and the latter would have.no 
more of a preferred status than they had before. 


Mr. Robinson correctly points out that if the number 


of residential customers continues to increase there will 
be more and more chance for interruption. May we sug- 
gest that if the company can't adequately serve its 
customers without interruption, it should undertake an 
expansion program and get the kind of rate which would 
enable it to earn 6 per cent on its investment. The com- 


• pany could divert some of the revenue it has been paying 
out in dividends to correcting some of its "interruptions." 


The PSC chairman also expressed doubt that anyone 


whose gas service was cut off got it immediately restored 
by merely signing one of the preferred service 'contracts. 


Mr. Robinson is entitled to his opinion, but some of 


those who signed contracts after being cut off said they 
didn't have to wait long to have their service restored. 
They also received assurance that they would not be af- 
fected by any subsequent shut-offs. 


Mr. Robinson said'^no industry is compelled to sign 


one of the "non interruptible" contracts and that if any 
coercion was used it should be reported at the PSC hearing 
Dec. 
13.

"Coercion" is,a pretty strong, word. ; We talked to an 


Ark-La representative about one of these contratcs. He 
was very courteous, but also politely insisted that;the con-' 
tract should be signed vVithin a week to assure uninter- 
rupted service. 


Mr. Robinson was quoted as saying he doubted that 


the customers who have made public protests about the 
contract actually understood their true relationship with 
the gas company. 


Maybe not, but we believe they are learning. They 


are certainly hearing enough explaining FOR the gas 
company.

is Ark-La selling' a "non-interruptible" contract? And if 
he wants to turn it around and call it a preferred treat- 
ment contract, we would like to again ask just where he 
thinks that leaves the small industrial consumers if they 
should all sign this type of contract? 


If all signed and the contracts were approved by the 


PSC, 
as we see it, the result would be tantamount to 


granting the company a rate increase affecting an entire 
classification of consumers and the latter would have.no 
more of a preferred status than they had before. 


Mr. Robinson correctly points out that if the number 


of residential customers continues to increase there will 
be more and more chance for interruption. May we sug- 
gest that if the company can't adequately serve its 
customers without interruption, it should undertake an 
expansion program and get the kind of rate which would 
enable it to earn 6 per cent on its investment. The com- 


• pany could divert some of the revenue it has been paying 
out in dividends to correcting some of its "interruptions." 


The PSC chairman also expressed doubt that anyone 


whose gas service was cut off got it immediately restored 
by merely signing one of the preferred service 'contracts. 


Mr. Robinson is entitled to his opinion, but some of 


those who signed contracts after being cut off said they 
didn't have to wait long to have their service restored. 
They also received assurance that they would not be af- 
fected by any subsequent shut-offs. 


Mr. Robinson said'^no industry is compelled to sign 


one of the "non interruptible" contracts and that if any 
coercion was used it should be reported at the PSC hearing 
Dec. 
13.

"Coercion" is,a pretty strong, word. ; We talked to an 


Ark-La representative about one of these contratcs. He 
was very courteous, but also politely insisted that;the con-' 
tract should be signed vVithin a week to assure uninter- 
rupted service. 


Mr. Robinson was quoted as saying he doubted that 


the customers who have made public protests about the 
contract actually understood their true relationship with 
the gas company. 


Maybe not, but we believe they are learning. They 


are certainly hearing enough explaining FOR the gas 
company.

If all signed and the contracts were approved by the 


PSC, 
as we see it, the result would be tantamount to 


granting the company a rate increase affecting an entire 
classification of consumers and the latter would have.no 
more of a preferred status than they had before. 


Mr. Robinson correctly points out that if the number 


of residential customers continues to increase there will 
be more and more chance for interruption. May we sug- 
gest that if the company can't adequately serve its 
customers without interruption, it should undertake an 
expansion program and get the kind of rate which would 
enable it to earn 6 per cent on its investment.

The PSC chairman also expressed doubt that anyone 


whose gas service was cut off got it immediately restored 
by merely signing one of the preferred service 'contracts. 


Mr. Robinson is entitled to his opinion, but some of 


those who signed contracts after being cut off said they 
didn't have to wait long to have their service restored. 
They also received assurance that they would not be af- 
fected by any subsequent shut-offs. 


Mr. Robinson said'^no industry is compelled to sign 


one of the "non interruptible" contracts and that if any 
coercion was used it should be reported at the PSC hearing 
Dec. 
13.

"Coercion" is,a pretty strong, word. ; We talked to an 


Ark-La representative about one of these contratcs. He 
was very courteous, but also politely insisted that;the con-' 
tract should be signed vVithin a week to assure uninter- 
rupted service. 


Mr. Robinson was quoted as saying he doubted that 


the customers who have made public protests about the 
contract actually understood their true relationship with 
the gas company. 


Maybe not, but we believe they are learning. They 


are certainly hearing enough explaining FOR the gas 
company.

But we would like to ask'Mr. Robinson just why then 


is Ark-La selling' a "non-interruptible" contract? And if 
he wants to turn it around and call it a preferred treat- 
ment contract, we would like to again ask just where he 
thinks that leaves the small industrial consumers if they 
should all sign this type of contract? 


If all signed and the contracts were approved by the 


PSC, 
as we see it, the result would be tantamount to 


granting the company a rate increase affecting an entire 
classification of consumers and the latter would have.no 
more of a preferred status than they had before. 


Mr. Robinson correctly points out that if the number 


of residential customers continues to increase there will 
be more and more chance for interruption. May we sug- 
gest that if the company can't adequately serve its 
customers without interruption, it should undertake an 
expansion program and get the kind of rate which would 
enable it to earn 6 per cent on its investment. The com- 


• pany could divert some of the revenue it has been paying 
out in dividends to correcting some of its "interruptions." 


The PSC chairman also expressed doubt that anyone 


whose gas service was cut off got it immediately restored 
by merely signing one of the preferred service 'contracts. 


Mr. Robinson is entitled to his opinion, but some of 


those who signed contracts after being cut off said they 
didn't have to wait long to have their service restored. 
They also received assurance that they would not be af- 
fected by any subsequent shut-offs. 


Mr. Robinson said'^no industry is compelled to sign 


one of the "non interruptible" contracts and that if any 
coercion was used it should be reported at the PSC hearing 
Dec. 
13. 
' . • • ' . ' ' ; 


"Coercion" is,a pretty strong, word. ; We talked to an 


Ark-La representative about one of these contratcs. He 
was very courteous, but also politely insisted that;the con-' 
tract should be signed vVithin a week to assure uninter- 
rupted service. 


Mr. Robinson was quoted as saying he doubted that 


the customers who have made public protests about the 
contract actually understood their true relationship with 
the gas company. 


Maybe not, but we believe they are learning. They 


are certainly hearing enough explaining FOR the gas 
company.
